Kelly  scored  almost  at  will  in  winning  27  to  6 and  kept  their  perfect 
record . The  Indians  were  on  the  road  again  as  they  traveled  to  Ervinton  on  September 
18  and  defeated  the  Rebels  24  to  0 on  a rainsoaked  field.  Appalachia,  September  25, 
was  the  next  step  for  the  Indians,  and  Wise  triumphed  again  on  their  home  field  21  to 
0.  October  1 was  the  homecoming  date  at  Wise,  and  crowning  ceremonies  were  rained 
out.  Darlis  Asbury  was  announced  as  the  Football  Queen,  and  Kelly  continued  the 
festivities  with  the  trouncing  of  Coeburn  26  to  0 . The  next  clash  for  the  Indians  was  a 
non -district  game  with  Jonesville  which  was  taken  by  a score  of  14  to  0.  The  Powell 
Valley  Vikings  presented  the  next  challenge  and  the  Indians  showed  championship  spirit 
as  they  came  from  behind  to  down  the  Vikings  7 to  6 . The  mighty  Blue  Devils  of  Gate 
City  proved  as  the  only  stumbling  block  as  the  Indians  bowed  14  to  7 . With  the 
championship  still  in  sight,  the  Indians  really  went  to  work  and  whipped  Pound  33  to  7 
and  won  over  Haysi  46  to  6 to  close  out  a 9-1  record  and  grab  the  Lonesome  Pine 
Championship.  This  was  the  third  championship  team  for  Coach  Lester  in  5 years 
and  gives  him  the  best  coaching  record  in  the  state.  We  congratulate  Coach  Lester 
and  Coach  Newberry  and  the  Kelly  Indians  for  a fine  season .
